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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In spite of the alarm caused by the closing of our village 
school recently and the exaggerated reports of the number of 
cases of scarlet fever in town, there have been fewer cases of 
contagious diseases than the average for five years past. We 
wish to commend the work of the school nurse; this is a 
branch of the health program that should receive the hearty 
support of every citizen. Our suggestions as to the removal 
of nuisances have very generally met with prompt action. — 
We wish to particularly call attention to the offense of parties 
who throw dead animals into the river, without weighting 
them down so they will sink. They float down to the 
various reservoirs where they lodge on the banks of the 
streams, and putrifing, cause much discomfort to those living 
nearby. Dead hens have been the cause of many complaints 
to the health officer the past year. Do not throw them on the 
ice. 

We hope that action will be taken at the coming March 
town meeting toward building a sewer for the West village, 
a much needed improvement. 

Children entering school must be vaccinated, this law is 
imperative. Better have it thoroughly done in warm weather.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Independent School 
District : 


In the successful carrying-on of schools the most essential 
factor after a building is provided is the teaching force. I 
there is a high percentage of change each year there is bound 
te be a loss of effectiveness in the school work. This district 
however, is fortunate in this respect. For the year 1922-723 
there were no changes in the elementary or High School 
teachers. For the present year the Elementary teachers are 
again the same. But with the withdrawal of Mr. Reed at 
the close of the year last June it was necessary to find a suc- 
cessor for the Headmastership. For this work Mr. E. W. 
Mansur was engaged. Mr. Mansur came direct from Clark 
University where he graduated in June. To fill the vacancy 
left by the resignation of Miss Class in the Commercial De- 
partment, Miss E. Mildred Scribner, who has _ previously 
taught in the state, was secured. 

One of the ways to prevent the frequent change of teachers 
is to keep up with the trend of the salaries of the past few 
years. When inexperienced Normal graduates can find posi- 
tions paying $1,000 waiting for them the first year with 
annual advances in prospect, the tenure of teachers in schools 
paying much less is apt to be for short periods. We have 
at present a splendid, capable, loyal teaching staff. The 
highest interest of the school requires that we retain them. 

The enrollment this year has been such a number of new 
Moulthrop chair-desks have been added to the Primary room 
where the enrollment has been about fifty. Also in the High 
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School it was necessary to find some old seats which could 
be put in the front of the room in order to take care of the 
increase of pupils. Not only are there crowded conditions 
in the rooms but the actual work of the classes is hampered 
for lack of adequate space. This is especially true in the 
Commercial Department where the pupils labor under the ~ 
- difficulty of crowded rooms with no particular equipment for 
the work except a few typewriters. It happens this year that 
a disproportionately large number of the Freshmen class are 
taking up the Commercial work. As matters stand there is 
only one way to remedy this lack of accommodation. 

Last May the School Board adopted a new calendar for 
the present school year 1928-24. According to the former 
arrangements nine days were lost from school. These lost 
days included Labor Day, Columbus Day, two days at Thanks- 
giving, two days at the beginning of the new year, Washing- 
ton’s Birthday, Fast Day, and Memorial Day. The new 
calendar saves six of these days for school. This means 
that every pupil in the town gets six additional days of 
school without any additional school expense. It also pro- 
vides more frequent, but not too long vacations, allowing a 
week at Thanksgiving, two weeks at Christmas, one week the 
latter part of February, one week at the latter part of April. 
This calendar, which provides six more days of school, allows 
frequent vacations, and which ends the school almost at the 
same time it previously ended, is meeting with favor. 

The work of the health supervision has been carried on 
under the direction of Dr. Luther Dearborn and Mrs. B. E. 
Barker, the school nurse. Records are kept of the examina- 
tions from year to year which indicate the increase in height 
and weight and to note also what has been done in regard 
to defects which have been reported to the parents. The 
work in the main comes under three heads. (1) Remedial. 
There are certain ailments which some may not regard as 
serious but are of such a nature that they cannot be tolerated 
where others are in danger. These cases are reported to the 
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parents or to the family physician, supplemented frequently 
by calls from the nurse who gives instruction for remedial 
treatment. (2) The work of Prevention. Pupils having 
severe colds, sore throats, ete., or are suspected of carrying 
contagious or infectious diseases are excluded from the school 
until examination shows them fit to return. (3) Jnstruct- 
tion. ‘The pupils are taught rules and habits of health. 

Practically all of the rooms have drills and exercises in 
which instruction and practise are given as to the proper 
ways of breathing and standing. Mr. Mansur has introduced 
these exercises into the High School with most beneficial 
results. 

While the state law has required for sometime that all 
pupils comply with the vaccination requirements before 
entering school there has been some laxity in enforcing it. 
At the present time every pupil in the schools has met the 
requirements of the state. Hereafter no pupils will be ad- 
mitted to school until they have complied with the require- 
ment. 

During the summer the High School Room was thorough- 
ly cleaned and painted. This included the walls and ceilings 
of the other rooms on the second floor, as well as the labora- 
tory and commercial room on the third floor. The result 
was a very decided and much needed improvement. 

In November tests in arithmetic and spelling were given 
to the 8th grade pupils in the state. The arithmetic test 
was one which was given in 1846 to the pupils in Spring- 
field, Mass. The spelling test, while not consisting of the 
same words as the Springfield test was made up of words 
regarded as equally difficult. The table below includes three 
things, first, the “marks” made by the Springfield pupils in 
1846, second, the “marks” made by the 5,000 eighth grade 
pupils in New Hampshire last November, third, the “marks” 
made by the eighth grade pupils in the Goffstown Independ- 
ent School District last fall.

The younger pupils have had countless hours of most en- 
joyable exercise as the result of “The Slide” which was given 
by the members of the Y. L. D. Club. There is no lack of 
appreciation of the part of the children or the school authori- 
ties. ‘There is a demand for more playground apparatus 
which some of the boys last fall themselves suggested making. 

The table which follows and the attendance records are for 
the school year ending in June 1923. 

For the teachers and the School Board and myself as well, 
we express the common desire that a larger number of par- 
ents and friends visit the schools. No claim is made that 
the schools here are the best to be found in the state or any- 
where else. But we do say that the teachers are giving daily 
their best thought and effort. ‘This accounts for the fact 
that this district does have good schools. If parents will ex- 
press a personal interest by coming to see their children at 
work, where these are, what they are doing, what they are 
given to do with, and how their work is directed, it will 
mean first hand information concerning, and a neighborly 
interest in this institution which works quietly five days of 
the week for thirty-six weeks of the year.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


GOFFSTOWN TOWN DISTRICT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Town School 
District : 


During the present school year, schools have been in session 
in six different buildings—Paige Hill, Hast Part, Parkers, 
Shirley Hill, Grasmere, primary and grammar rooms. ‘The 
Bartlett School, with the primary, grammar and intermediate 
rooms. Of the nine teachers, two are teaching for the first 
time in Goffstown, Miss Katherine McLain is in charge of 
the Grammar room at Grasmere, and Miss Alice Martin at 
Hast Part. Mrs. Sherman Bartlett has had charge of the 
music. 

A revised calendar for the year 1923-24 was adopted by the 
school board last May. ‘The reason for the change was that 
the schedule previously followed allowed from eight to ten 
days to be lost. These lost days were Labor Day, two days at 
Thanksgiving, two days at the beginning of the New Year, 
Washington’s Birthday, Fast Day, and Memorial Day. By 
this change six of these days have been saved as school days. 
This means that each pupil has an additional six days of 
school with no additional school expense. The plan allows 
a week vacation at Thanksgiving and two weeks at Christ- 
mas. ‘The remaining twenty-one weeks of school are divided 
into three seven-weeks terms, allowing a week’s vacation the 
last of February and another week at April. The plan gives 
six more days of school and provides for frequent, but not 
too long vacations, and is meeting with favor. 
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It should be of interest to note the number of pupils from 
the Town who are attending High School. At present there 
are sixteen attending Goffstown High.

This makes a total of twenty-seven. For each one of these, 
excepting four, the Town School District pays $70.00 per 
year. This will explain the apparently large item called for 
in the budget of $2,000 for High School tuition. The Man- 
chester tuition rates have been increased from $57 to $133 
per year. ‘The Town District by law is allowed to pay but 
570. The balance of $63 must be paid by parents. As the 
tuition for Goffstown High is but $70 per year the Town 
can pay the full amount. 

Health supervision has been carried on under the direction 
of Dr. Luther Dearborn and Mrs. B. E. Barker, school nurse. 
Records of examinations have been kept from year to year. 
Jn this way growth in height and weight are noted, also de- 
fects such as bad teeth, tonsils, and adenoids. The work 
may be regarded as coming under three heads. (1) Remedial. 
livery year certain troubles develop which one time were 
considered as purely personal or a family affair but which 
cannot be tolerated in schools where the welfare of others is

endangered. Such cases are referred to the family doctor or 
the home is visited by the nurse who gives instruction in 
remedial measures. (2) Prevention. Pupils suffering from 
severe colds or sore throat or those suspected of carrying con- 
tagious or infectious diseases are excluded from schools. (3) 
Educational. Instruction is given from the laws and habits 
of health. 

The amount which has been allowed for this work is not 
sufficient to give the supervision necessary. Without home 
calls the work loses much in effectiveness. 

The state law demands that all pupils comply with the 
Vaccination requirements before entering school. In’ the 
past there has been some laxity in enforcing this. But here- 
after the law will be strictly adhered to and pupils not hav- 
ing met requirements will be excluded from school until they 
have. . 

During the summer considerable expenditure was made in 
renovating the Hast Part School building. Additional win- 
dows were put in, walls repaired, painting was done, shelves 
for books were made. ‘This building is very old and most 
unfortunately located. However, the changes made this year 
have improved the conditions somewhat. 

Last November, tests in Arithmetic and Spelling were 
given to all eighth grade pupils in the state. The Arithme- 
tic test was one which was given in Springfield, Mass., in 
1846. The Spelling test was regarded as equal and difficult 
to that given in Springfield that same year. The “Marks” 
made by the Springfield pupils were known. The following 
statement will indicate:

The Springfield group in 1846 averaged 15 yrs. 6 mos. 
The 5,000 eighth-graders in New Hampshire in 1923 aver- 
aged 13 yrs. 6 mos. 

But little time has been lost during the present year on 
account of stormy weather. ‘The practice of closing schools 
on bad days is not one to be encouraged. If it is at all pos- 
sible for the teacher to reach the school building, it is best 
to go on with the school session. If children cannot attend, 
or parents do not feel it wise, they may keep the children 
out. But to close school entirely means a day lost, one 
which will not be made up. And even when school is called 
off for the day, it is a frequent occurence that some pupil or 
pupils arrive because word has not been received. The bet- 
ter practice is to hold close to schedule, saving every day, un- 
less weather or storm positively prohibits. 

I am glad to express my appreciation of the finest co- 
operation of the School Board and Teachers, for without this 
but little can be accomplished.

We hereby submit the seventy-third annual report of the 
Town Schools, the forty-third of the School Board and the 
fifth under professional supervision, covering the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1923. 

By invitation of the New Boston School Board the annual 
meeting of the Supervisory Union was held in that village 
on the evening of May 16, when Mr. J. Byron Tarney was 
unahimously re-elected superintendent for the ensuing year. 

Graduation exercises were held in the Town Hall at Gras- 
mere on the afternoon of June 7, when a class of nine re- 
ceived diplomas. This class comprised one from Shirley Hill, 
one from Parker’s, two from Paige Hill, five from Grasmere. 
On the evening of June 8th, another class of six were given 
diplomas at the Bartlett School. 

We wish to thank the Selectmen for favors received and 
to commend the superintendent and teachers for their work 
during the year. 

For information relating to the condition of our schools 
we refer to the reports of the Superintendent, Truant Offi- 
cer and Treasurer. 

The annual school meeting of the District will be held in 
the schoolhouse at Grasmere on Saturday afternoon, March 
15, at two o’clock.
